If you sec Hope Postmaster Rob- 


ert M. Wilson carrying an 
axe 


down South Elm" street on his way 
home tonight you'll know it's for 
one of two purposes: (1) Either lo 
destroy the telephone^ so latecome'rs 
can't call him up about buying a 
|federal duck stamp, or (2) to 3reet 
others who have the temerity to 
come knocking at his door. 


This is a bad night for postmas- 
ters all over the South. The duck 
season opens at 12 noon Friday, 
November 18 — and tradition says 
that a lot of fellows will leave off 
buying thc one absolutely neces- 
sary item for a duck hunt, thc i'ed- 
eral stamp, until thc last moment. 


"Thc last moment'1 means the 
dead of night. That's when they'll 
start thinking about telephoning 


r G63 — but 663 won't answer. I have 


Postmaster Wilson's word for it— 
863 won't answer. 


Nor will anyone blame him. Up 


to noon today — just 24 hours be- 
fore thc season opens — Hope Post 
Office has sold only 
102 
duck 


stamps. Last year thc season's tot- 
al was 611. That gives you a gen- 
eral idea of thc hunters' delin- 
quency. 


What we are talking about is 


the Migratory-Bird Hunting Stamp, 
which formerly sold for $1, but now 
costs $2, due to congress having 


I amended thc Act of March 16,1934, 


with a new Act of August 12, 1949. 
The' stamp costs only $2, but for 
hunting without it you are liable 
to a fine of $500, or imprisonment 
for six months, or both. 


That's why latecomers will try 


to call up thc postmaster, or beat 
down his door, all hours of the night 
—on this particular night. 


The federal stamp proceeds go, of 


course, for thc purchase of breed- 
in;;, feeding and resting areas of 
land and water for waterfowl rcs- 
toration purposes. The stamp must 


-• be bought by any hunter over 16 


years old — and it's available only 
at post offices. 


The federal placard says this 
stamp entitles a person to hunt: 


'Wild ducks, geese, or brant." 
I asked what a brant was — and 


discovered some hunters 
don't 


know any more about it than a 
non-hunter like myself. I would 
have guessed that a brant was a 
coot. But one well-informed gent 
remarked that a brant is a small 
Canadian goose; and he's correct 


( (I later discovered he once shot a 


brant, which made everybody else 
m the argument a flock of sitting 
ducks). Webster's describes 
thc 
brant as: 


"Any of several species of geese 


of the genus Branta, of dark colors 
and small size, breeding in the Arc- 
tic regions and migrating south- 
ward . . . They are favorite game 
birds . . . The snow goose and the 
blue goose, of the genus Chen, arc 
also called white branta and blue 
branta, respectively." 


Then I looked up the descrip- 


tion of a coot. The dictionary says: 


'Coot: Any of certain birds of the 
rail family (Rallidae) constituting 
the genus Fulica. The coots are 
more ducklike in shape, plumage 
and habits than the rest of the 
family, and have lobes along the 
sides of the toes. They are stupid 
and fly slowly, and can hardly be 
classed as game birds." 


Not worth a coot? 
Tlle dictionary says the author of 


that famous saying was correct.

crimes in the Fulton area yester- 
day that had practically every law 
enforcement oficer in this section 
taking part in the manhunt. 


He critically wounded and rob- 


bed Tom Seymour, 52, of Fulton, 
fatally shot Matthew Runnels, 45- 
year-old Negro of near Sheppard 
and kidnapped Lee Helton also of 
Fulton. 
Seymour is in a local 


hospital with a bullet hole through 
his chest and is given a 50-50 
chance to recover, 


Gove was captured about 3:30 


p.m. yesterday in downtown Tex- 
arkana. Ironically it 
was 
Dick 


Turnage, Hope taxi-driver who in- 
nocently took Gove to Texarkana, 
that pointed out the slayer to Ter-

officers. 


His confession came in Sheriff 


Button's office about 7 o'clock last 
night when he was confronted by 
Charlie Wright, Sheppard 
Negro, 


wlro drove him to Hope after Gove 
had wrecked a car he had stolen 
from one of his victims, Prosecu- 
ting Attorney James H.

tial palace on Pennsylvania avenue 
has consisted of demolition and the 
place is a mess. There are great 
square holes in the floors cut in- 
tentionally to permit soundings and 
samplings of foundations and to 
reveal invisible details of the struc- 
ture. 


There arc holes in the walls of 
most rooms, disclosing the pipes 
and the distinctive nature of the 
masonry of successive periods. One 
such hole, on the middle-landing of 
the grand 
s t a i r c a s e shows 
smudged stones back in the sha- 
dows of the niche and someone 
has concluded, perhaps correctly, 
that this blemish is a sourvenir of 
the fire of 1812 when the dirty 
redcoats burned our White House 
down.

The grand staircase is ugly and 
square and more like a liack stairs 
really, and, for that matter, the 
White House is just an old hulk
